Weare so miserably low 
minded, narrow and coutracted and hypocritical, 
that we make the great, all important question 
of Epvcation and Couson Scnoo.s a mere ‘pre- 
tence or cloak to cover our giving vent to a 
“* veal grievance.” Thank you, Mr. Ferris, thank 
you: Such ap accusation comes with a good 
grace from you. “And thou O Brutus!” “ If 
you know that I do fawn on men, and hug them 
hard, and after scandal them!” Mr. W. D. 
Ferris, beware of ‘‘ glass houses.” 

Mr. Ferris asks, with evident confidence, 
*‘ Are the public dissatisfied with what we have 
done?” and has the indelicacy to answer the 
query in the negative. The public, unfortanate- 
ly, have had nothing to do with school mattcrs, 
as yet, in any shape. The whole affair was got 
up by a few parents who had children to send to 
school, in a sort of hole-and-corner way, and it 
is rather too barefaced now in any of them to 
come forward, Tooley street Tuilor-like, as rep- 
resenting the “ public,” and say tha€ their con- 
duct has not been disapproved of ! When did 
the Committee give the public any oppoftunity 
of expressing an opinion upon the matter?
